Earl of Granard on the Hospitals’ Com- 
mittee in connection with Irish Hospitals’ 
Trust, is a descendant of one of the oldest 
families of Danish origin in Ireland. The 
settlement of this family. is so remote that 
it is untraceable, and lost in the mists of 
antiquity. Early in the eleventh century 
a Plunket seems to have made his mark 
in history. This particular Plunket had 
headquarters at Beaulieu—that wonderful 
old place in County Meath, which, if I 
remember rightly, is now to be distin- 


guished for its old Jacobean oak. But the | 
history of the Plunkets, whose motto is | 


Festina Lente, is involved through 
marriage at different periods with a 
number of other famous old Irish families 
—the Tyreonnels, the Gormanstons, 
Brabazons, Barnewalls, Howths, and 
Dunsany. 

Oliver Plunket, Primate of All Ireland, 
the distinguished Churchman. who became 
the victim of his times, was also a member 
of this far-reaching clan. The earldom 
was bestowed in 1628 on one Lucas 
Plunket, known as Lucas More. Then we 
find the second Earl participating in the 
Battle of Rathmines in 1649, and so on 
through the ages, each succeeding Plunket 
played his part in history. 

The present Earl, "ho went through the 
European War, is, perhaps, the least un- 
warlike of his race. He is one of our 
most popular sportsmen, and a Steward of 
the Turf Club. Besides Killeen Castle in 
County Meath, I believe Lord Fingal 
other seat is Woolhampton, in Berkshire. 


Mary Davenport O'Neill. 


I hear that Mrs. Davenport O'Neill has 
just finished a three-act sae which she is 
calling “ The Rebound.”’

to inaugurate a fund for a suitable 

testimonial to Dr. Douglas Hyde, as 
an appreciation of his services to the nation 
in the Irish language movement, The 
announcement met with great approval in 
University circles, and already a large number 
of subscriptions has been received, The com- 
mittee was formed mainly as the result of 
a letter which appeared in the Press some 
months ago, in which Professor Agnes 
O’Farrelly put forward the suggestion that 
some recognition should be made of Dr. 
Hyde’s work in the Gaelic League, as 4 
scholar and as a professor. This was on the 
oceasion of his resignation from the Chair 
of Modern Irish in University College. The 
committee which has now been formed has 
as Chairman, Professor Eoin MacNeill, a hfe- 
long friend and colleague of “ An Craoibhinn 
Aoibhinn” in the Faculty of Celtic Studies, 
and the other members include the Cardinal- 
Primate of all Ireland, the President of the 
Executive Council, several Ministers of State, 
Church dignitaries of high -rank, both 
Catholic and Protestant; members of the 
Universities, and the professions, peers, and 
representatives of industrial and commercial! 
life. 

The occasion is especially a noteworthy one 
for the universities. It is now just fifty 
vears since Dr. Hyde graduated from Trinity 
College, Dublin, and members of his 
alma mater join with his colleagues and 
friends of University College in a special way 
to pay tribute to his scholarship and 
patriotism. No definite decision has yet been 
made as to the exact nature of the tribute, 
but it will be either in the form of a scholar- 
ship in modern Irish, or an order of merit, 
characterised by the award of a public prize 
each year for an outstanding work in Irish 
prose, poetry or drama. The Committee has 
published a circular in connection with the 
matter, and an enthusiastic and generous re- 
sponse is confidently expected by the 
members. 


ARCHITECTURAL GRADUATES. 


On Wednesday afternoon the second annual 
Finlay Memorial Lecture was delivered in 
College. This lecture, inaugurated last year, 
is the outeome of a proposal made three years 
azo to commemorate the retirement from the 
College staff of one who, like Dr. Hyde, did 
so much for scholarship and culture fh the 
country. The Rev. Professor T. A. Finlay, 
S.J., was himself present at the lecture on 
Wednesday, which was delivered by Professor 
Bertil Ohlin, of the High School of Commerce, 
Stockholm. The subject was ‘‘ The Mechan- 
ism of Expansion,’’ and in it Professor Ohlin 
dealt with the expansion of industry in ad- 
justing itself to changing conditions in world 
economics, The chair was taken by Professor 
George O'Brien, Professor of National 
Economics, and among those present were 
several of the Finlay Trustees, including Mr, 
J. C. Flood, M.D., and Mr. H. Kennedy, 
M.A., D.Sc. 

An in‘eresting development in a Faculty 
of which one hears little is the formation 
of the  \ssociation of Irish Architectural 
Graduates This association has for its ob- 
jects the advancement of architecture im 
Ireland end the co-operation and mutual help 
of its pembers. Membership is confined to 
gradua‘es in architecture of the National 
University, and since the faculty in college 
is the only one in Ireland, the associa- 
tion will henceforth include in its members 
the majority of Irish architects. Mr. Vincent 
Kelly, B.Areh., F.,R.L.B.A., who was the 
first graduate of the University in Arclu- 
tecture, was elected the first President of the 
association, and the committee includes Mr. 
John O'Gorman and Mr, 'T, P. Kennedy, both 
of whom were well-known figures in College 
up to last year, when they graduated. 

Following the election of auditor and com- 
mittee of An Cumann Gaedhealach for the 
coming year, it is announced that the auditor, 
Mr. Ruairi Ó Brolchain, has appointed Mr.

BOOK RESOURCES.

GALWAY, Saturday. 


HE second annual conference of the 
gt members of the Library Association of 

Ireland was opened in thc dula Maxima, 
University College, Galway, this * morn- 
ing, when the delegates, numbering approexi- 
mately seventy, were received by Professor 
Alexander Anderson, M.A., D.Sc., LL.D., 
President of the College, and welcomed by 
him and by-Mr, Eamon Corbett, Chairman of 
Galway County Council; Mr. Thomas Mac- 
Donogh, Galway Urban Council (who pre- 
sented an address, which was read by Mr. 
John J. Browne, Town. Clerk); Mr. Peter 
Kelly, Chairman of the County Galway 
Libraries’ Committee, and Mr. M. O’Sallivan, 
President of the County Galway National 
‘leachers’ Association. 

Apologies for absence were received from 
the Free State Minister for Local Government 
and Public Health; the Minister for Educa- 
tion (who promised to be present on Monday), 
and Colonel Mitchell, Secretary of the 
Carnegie United Trust. 

Professor Anderson, who presided at the 
opening session, said that it seemed to him 
that the mportance of the Library Associa- 
tion of Ireland could hardly be overestimated. 

Mr. James J. O'Neill, Librarian, University 
College, Dublin, President of the Library 
Association of Ireland, in his inavgural 
address, said that the idea of the public 
library was of no recent ‘growth in Ireland, 
and the Library Association of Ireland had 
given brilliant service to the cause of library 
development. He congratulated the people of 
Galway on the splendid library service that 
existed there, and the Library Committee and 
their librarian, on the steady progress that 
iad rewarded their efforts to provide suitable 
literature for the people in the county. 


JUVENILE READERS, 


A particularly pleasing and encouraging 
feature of the work of the Galway County 
Library was, he said, the large percentage 
of juvenile readers. This augured well for the 
future of Galwav In the Free State there 
were over 400,000 children attending the 
elementary schools annually, and of these 
less than one-fourth proceeded to education 
beyond the primary stages. It was for this 
large mass of the: community that the public 
library, performed its greatest work—that. of 
providing after-school education. 

Better books, and the knowledge that they 
imparted were better than expenditure on 
munitions. ‘To the voung generation he would 
say that it was better to harness their wagon 
and all their hopes for the future to a star, 
than to the tripod of a machine-gun. In the 
midst of unsettling influences, conflicting 
ideas, and strange and complex problems, 
calm and reasoned judgment and sound 
leadership could be found through the medium 
of public. libraries. 

It was gratifying to note that there was an 
ever-increasing demand for works in the Irish 
language, and one was forced to regret that 
the authority responsible for the issue ot 
reading material in the Irish language had 
not, so far, consulted their association about 
the type of work that would be suitable for 
the reading public. The scarcity of books 
dealing with Ireland among the works issued 
by An Gum was merkedly noticeable, and 
large as was the cah for Irish books, that 
call would be greatly increased if attention 
was directed to this point. 

An Gum is the section of the Free State 
Department of Education that deals with the 
publication of original Irish works and trans- 
lations. 

There was a lamentable lack of children’s 
recreational reading in Irish. 


THE LIBRARIAN, 


The success of the library. must always 
depend upon the competence of the librarian, 


and it was no mendacious statement to say | 


that of all the servants of the State the 
hibrarian was one of the most important. 
The smooth running of the library machine 
depended to a large extent upon the cheerful 
cooperation of the assistants, and they should 
see, therefore. that they had a happy and 
contented staff. 

The need for the compilation of a union 
catalogue was urgent, and a census of the 
book resources of the State would give great 
assistance to the student, as well as being in 
the interests of economy. The time also had 
arrived when the association might apply for 
incorporation,

Miss Roisin Walsh, Chief Librarian, County 
Dublin, read a paper on “ The Library and 
Continuation Education,” in the course of 
which she said that a new library system was 
needed in this country, and the establishment 
of a library controlling body representative 
of every class. The Library Association of 
Ireland was willing to assist those who were 
willing to help the libraries. No country 
could be compared with America jn libtary 
matters. In America it was pa of the 
people's faith that out. of the Mhaise; comes 
good. In Ireland, apart from the hbraries, 
no section was doing much for continuation 
education, and it seemed to her that there 
was no country in Europe with less desire 
for general knowledge than Ireland. A re. 
quest must go out from the Government or 
from some Government dcpartment—the 
Department of Education if possible—for a 
thorough inquiry into the matter.

Instead of boldly facing this problem, and 
going to the British Government to secure

If Northe n Ireland is to be asked to 
conform to a new step-by-step policy with 
Ureat Britain in regard to higher vaiuations 
and education rates, it is the view of a grow- 
ing body of opinion in the North that there 
should be equality of treatment in regard to 
income tax and other similar reserved taxes. 


INCOME TAX ANOMALY. 


When the British Chancellor remits 6d. 
off the income tax it jis being asked why

The nevessity for a new finarcial arrange 
ment is all the more pressing, as the United 
Kingdom (of Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland) has adopted a new tariff system since 
the Colwyn Committee reported. Less of 
the total reventte is now derived from income 
tax, Guatoms and Excise, and a considerable, 
and prehably a growing portion, from tariffs, 
The tendancy will be to reduce income tax, 
and the yield from spirit and beer duties 
also are likely to be less in the future. 
So Northern Ireland's revenue will auto- 
niutically diminish, not through any fault of 
tha Northern Government. but by a decrease 
in teserved revenue. Its standard of services 
ought not fo be reduced below the British 
level so feng as it is part of the British 
Fiscal Union 


A SUGGESTION. 


instead of expecting Northern Jreland to 
meet ine cost of reserved and transferred 
services from a gradually diminishing 
veverine urposed by the British Chancellor, 
the whole reverwe of the United Kingdom 
sheuld be treated as a unit, and Northern 
Ireland wllocated its share, less that. collected 
by Northern Ireland, on a population basis. 
Vnder such a plan Northerr Ireland, with 
about one-fortieth of the population, would 
be entitled to an allocation of one-fortietn 
of the total revenue of. ever £727,000,000, 
which would be roughly £18,000,000. 
Northern Ireland's total estimated expendi- 
ture or reserved and transferred services is 


over £11.000,000, so that the balance of 
£7.000,000 could be treated quite fairly as 
Northern Ireland’s imperial centribution. 


Such an arrangement would be much more 
equitable than the present one, which, quite 
obviously, from no fault on the part of 
Northern Ireland, is breaking down. 
The main reason why it is breaking down 


is because the British ‘Treasury gets al! 
Northern Ireland's: surplus revenue aa 
imperial contribution, instead of portion 


being retained to meet. possible Budget de- 
ficits. Since the Northern Government was 
established thirteen years ago, £25,000,000 
has been paid by Northern LTreland as 
imperial contribution. If even one-third of 
this amount was retained by Northern Jreland 
as a reserve, there would be no need to-day 
to place further burdens on the ratepayers.

BIG BATTERY OF EVIDENCE 
IN SUPPORT. 


Judge Devitt, at Wicklow Circuit Court, 
heard two applications by hotel proprietors 
for licences tor hotels situated in the Ennis- 
kerry district. 

In the first application, Mrs, Mary Dunne, 
Summerhill Hotel, Enuniskerry, for whom 
Mr. O’Brien, instructed by Mr. D. 
Mac Fhionnlaoidh, appeared, said that bus! 
ness had gradually decreased because of the 
lack of refreshment facilities. Her son and 
daugpter, who held positions, lived in the 
hotel as paying guests, and occupied rooms 
which were included in the ten rooms avyail- 
uble to travellers. 

The Judge, in dismissing the application; 
suid the point regarding occupation of the 
rooms governed the case, the policy of the 
law being not to give those licences 
indiscriminately, and a hotel must have ten 
bedrooms distinctly available to travellers, 

In the second application, William i 
O'Leary, Mount Maulin Hotel, Bahana, Ennis- 
kerry. was applicant, for whom Mr, M. 
Maguire, K.C., and Mr. W. B. Molony, 
instructed by Mr. E. ©’ Beirne, appeared, and 
Mr. Maguire said this was a first class hotel, 
situated in the Wicklow foothills, close to 
Powerscourt Waterfall, the Sugarloaf moun- 
tain and Powerscourt Demesne, and to Lakes 
Dan, Tay, and Bray. It was Mr, O'Leary's 
intention to make :t as comfortable and as 
perfect as possible; attractive to visitors from 
all parts of the world, and already he counted 
among his visitors: The President, Mr. de 
Valera; the ex-President, Mr. Cosgrave; 
Ministers and ex-Ministers, the German, 
Italian and French Consuls, and important 
industrialists from England and America, A 
unique feature of the hotel attractions was a 
blue fox fur farm which Mr. O'Leary was 
capidly developing, «nd hoped soon to have 
ready for active production and manufacture, 
one of the only farms of its kind in Ireland. 

Mr. O'Leary said that he had had parties 
from the British Medical Conference and the 
Electrical Engineers’ Conference and he had 
found it detrimental that he could not provide 
refreshments. 

Witnesses who supported his application 
included Colonel Russell, formerly commander 
of the Irish Air Force; Mr. G. Bonass, 
president of the Leinster Cricket Association ; 
Captain Hugh Harper, of ‘‘ Shell’ Co. ; Mr. 
W. ©. Bell, manager of Roycroft and Co., 
in Dublin; Mr. A. O'Shaughnessy, director 
of the Dock Milling Co.: Joseph Becker, of 
Messrs. Becker's Tea Co., and Mr. M. J. 
Murray, proprietor of “The Catholic Fireside.” 
The Judge sdid that he did not like those 
kind of cases, and had great sympathy with 
an Act of Parliament that would suppress 
them, because the amount of pleasure given 
to people by taking intoxicating liquor could 
he satisfied at home, but he had to consider 
the purpose in supplying citizens with refresh- 
ments when they demanded this facility.

Moreover, the 
binding force of human laws consisted in 
this—that they were applications of the 
eternal law. Such was the teaching of the 


| Encyclicals. When an act was declared by 


competent authority to be an invasion of 


| the right of the individual, surely a man 


should not be branded as an anarchist 
because he had the courage to protest 
avainst it. ‘‘ Wisdom resteth in the hearts 
of the prudent, and justice exalteth a 
nation.’’ Lovers of their own land would 
pray that both those attributes may be 
given her so that the ruled, as well as the 
rulers, playing well their parts, may save 
for the mother Church one of the finest 
Catholic peasantries within her vast 
realms,

PUBLIC SERVICES. 


MENACE TO SECONDARY 
SCHOOLBOYS.

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an attempt being made to squeeze the 
| secondary school boy out of public ser- 
vices? 

Mr. H. Hughes, of Preston, in his presi- 
dential address at the annual conference of 
the National Union of Clerks and Administra- 
tive Workers’ at Buxton on Saturday, said 
that the elementary sthool boy had already 
been squeezed out of the public services. 
Now there was an attempt to diminish the 
prospects of the secondary school boys. 

The Hadow Committee report on the quali- 
fications, recruitment and promotion of Joca! 


government officers recommended _ that 
graduates of the universities should be 


recruited fer the public services at least by 
the larger authorities—under more favourable 
conditions than the ordinary local government 
clerk at present enjoyed, These young men, 
it was proposed, should come in at the age 
of twenty-two or twenty-three. They would 
hossess a theoretical training in administra- 
tion, but otherwise they would have no 
technical qualifications, such as engineering, 
law or medicine. 

The Hadow Committee was quite frank, 
said Mr. Hughes, when it confessed that the 
losal authorities would have to pay for the 
eualifiation of the graduate, notwithstanding 


Í that it was a nontechnical qualification,. and 


they agreed with the anticipated .criticism 
that the introduction of graduates must 
diminish the chances of promotion for the 
younger entrants. Already the senior officials 
of the local government service were lawyers, 
cdovtors, architects, surveyors, engineers, 
accountants, etc. 

In the future it was proposed that there 
should be yet another grade of university 
craduaies, They would compete for the 
better paid posts now held bv the clerical 
and adrinistrative staffs. The. graduates 
would rank with the “‘ commissioned officers.’’ 


TO REMAIN AN N.C.O, 


The youth entering the service at the age 
ot sixteen would have little chance of securing 
the higher-paid posts now open to him. He 
would always remain an “ N.C.QO.”’ 

An attempt was being made to find more 
jobs fer the sons of parents who had the 
meaus to keep them at school, college or 
university until the age of twenty-two or 


twenty-tlree, at the exnense of the less 
fortunate. The Madow Committee's recom- 
menJation, if breught into effect, would cost 


more money, 

The “NC.0." would, in practice, have to 
‘‘carry’’ the new grade without any extra 
benefit to the service or iocal authority. 

There was iv the ranks of the clerical and 
administrative workers of the local govern- 
ment service sufficient ability to fill all the 
positions below the technica! officials. If local 
authorities gave to the brightest of the young 
men ieasonable opportunities to take a degree 
in administration, commerce or economics, 1t 
would bring sounder results at a cheaper cost 
than the Hadow Committee s. proposals,

GOING TO AID OF YACHT, 


The Fleetwocd motor lifeboat, Sir Vitzroy 
Clayton, Was badly damaged when it was 
being launched at six o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing to go to the help of a vessel in distress.

J. A. Redropp, of Barrow-in-Furness, had 
her mainmast sinashed, Her plight was seen 
by the keepers on Wyre JLigh’house, about 
three miles from 1 nd, and they telenhoned 
to the harbour authorities at Fleetwood, 

With the coxswain, Mr. Jeffrey Wright, 
and seven liftboatmen, the lifeboat was sent 
down the sliowav, but as 1t touched the water 
a strong ebl tide caught it and dashed it 
against the thirty-feet harbour perch. The 
erowd gasved as the lifeboat almost turned 
turtle with the force of the collision, and 
when it righted itself it was seen that a 
gan in the port bow, two feet long and several 
inches wide, had been turn, and water was 
porring into tlie boat. 

Mesanwhile ancther vacht, owned and sailed 
by Alderman C. E. Tatham. Mavor of Black- 
pool, went to the aid of the Wellaroo, and 
successfully towed her into Piel Harbour, 
Barrow. 

Despite the gap in her side, the lifeboat 
followed the two yachts to Piel HarLour, and 
when it was learned that all were safe the 
lifeboat returned to Fleetwood. Heavy seas 
were shipned, and the boat arrived back in a 
water-logzed cordition, havire shipped two 
tons of water. Before she could be hanled un 
the slinwav the water had fo he baled out 
to lighten it. That was the lifeboat’s first

The Breton is a man of faith; to him “the 
. communion of saints’: is more than an article 
| of the Creed recited glibly on Sunday; it is, 
for him, a living reality, and so it is to his 
saints that he brings his back-ache, toothache, 
heart-ache and soul-eche. To his saints also 
the Breton brings the various aches of his 
animal friends and servitors ; hence, the animal 
pardins which are among the most peculiar 
in all Brittanv. At Quimperle, for example, 
on May 20 and 21, will be staged the century- 
eld Pardoy of the Birds. Next, on May 28, 
at Saint-Herbot, near Morlaix, comes the 
Pardon of Horned Beasts; on this day all 
steers, cows, etc., in Brittany have a day of 
rest. Saint Herbot is the patron saint of the 
bovine race, and the peasants’ offerings, be- 
fore the statue of the saint, consist of hair 
from the tails of their cattle, which are duly 
blessed 

On June 24 the Pardon of Horses in honour 
of Saint Eloi, protector of the equine race, 
is held in the village of Saint Nicholas du 
Pelem, not far from Guingamp, To this 
pardon the peasants come with their four- 
footed friends, and into their ears is poured 
water, which, it believed, will protect 
them from all evil and sickness. Finally, the 
peasants and their horses are blessed by the 
priests, Another pardon for avimals is held 
on August 4 and 5 at St. Nicodeme, near 
Pontivy, the village possessing a sacred 
fountain, whose ancient reputation for heal. . 
ing attracts thousandseef pilgrims. 

It should be insisted that a Bretoh pardon 
is primarily a religious festival, marked by 
Masses, seymotis, confessions, vespers, and a 
torch-ligbt parade. But there is also a 
‘secular side to all pardons, and it consists of 
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lhhocent revels, dancing, singing of folk 
songs, aud a typical Breton fair 
charaeterised by the Carnival spirit, 


lormerly ‘sacred boxing bouts and wrestling 
matchés,”’ to determine who was to become 
proprietor of the statue of the saint, were 
staged in conection with pardons, but the 
church authorities fyowned upon them, and 
so ‘they have disippeared: However, at 
Gourin, near Quimper, a pardon is held from 
September 30th to October 3rd; and, at the 
same time, but having no ‘official connection 
with the bói Beetoh wrestling and 
boxing matches will be staged.

Universities and Trade, 

When there are fewer posts to be filled 
than people to fill them, it is only natural 
that the competitors should look upon one 
another with suspicious eyes. At the con- 
ference of the National Union of Clerks 
and Administrative Workers at Buxton a 
few days ago it was suggested that the 
University graduate is favoured at the 
expense of the others, and that the 
secondary schoolboy is being gradually 
‘““ squeezed out ” of the public services. 
Mr. H. W. Hughes, who made the state- 
ment, supported it with extracts from 
the report of the Hadow Committee. 
Graduates of the Universities, the report 
recommended, should be recruited for the 
public services under more favourable con- 
ditions than the ordinary Government 
clerk enjoyed at present. The introduc- 
tion of such men, said Mr. Hughes, would 
mean a smaller chance of promotion for 
the younger entrants. University graduates

Holiday Vandalism. 


The Automobile Association has issued 
a timely warning to 3 otorists against any 
negligence that might cause damage, or 
spoil natural beauty, in the country. It 
entreats all of them to leave nothing 
behind at camping sives and picnic }! .cas 
that could possibly cause a fire, and to 
keep the countryside, as far as lies in their 
power, unhurt and beautiful. Motorists, 
however, are not the only offenders, and 
the appeal might well be extended to all 
of Ireland’s citizens and visitors, especially 
at Bank holiday times. Mountain 
and bracken fires are regularly due to the 
carclessness of the public, who leave their 
camp fires unextinguished, or drop 


lighted matches and cigarettes into dry 


growths. Dvring last year’s drought quite 
a number of Irish hills were stripped of 
heather and grass through carelessness ot 
this sort, and from things of beauty they 
have become black and ugly excrescences. 
Unfortunately, the destruction of the 
countryside is not due entirely to 
negligence. More often than not, these 
calamitous fires are the result of positive 
mischief—mischief done not only by small 
and irresponsible urchins, but by. youths 
and men who ought to have learned better. 
There is a class of people in Ireland which 
takes a hearty delight in absolutely 
wan... damage. These people cannot visit 
a hillside without feeling an overwhelming 
instinct to set it on fire; they cannot see 
a newly planted tree without breaking 
its branches. Spiritually, they are akin 
to those half-developed adults who love 
to paint misspelled inscriptions on every 
blank wall, to stick chewing-gum on the 
seats of third-cass carriages in order that 
some unknown victim may sit on it, and to 
burn the platforms of their political 
opponents. The mentality that loves 
destruction of this sort is far too common 
in our country, and until it has been 
eradicated Ireland will lag behind civilisa- 
tion. 


Enterprise. 


It rarely happens that a great national 
industry is extinguished in a night; but, 
when the unexpected occurs, masses of men 
are faced with ruin, and must find another 
outlet for their energy and ability. Under 
prohibition the United States had built up 
a gigantic bootlegging organisation, which 
offered profitable, if sometimes dangerous, 
employment to-tens of thousands of men. 
When the Eighteenth Amendment was 
removed from the Constitution last year 
these men were faced with the grim pros- 
pect of unemployment. The “ big noises ”' 
among them, of course, had made enough 
money to ensure them a luxurious old age ; 
but there were multitudes of minor lights 
who were left without either money or 
prospects—in a country, moreover, where 
unemployment already stood at a colossally 
high level. What are these men to do 
in the future? It seems that quite 
a number of them are sticking to 
the liquor trade; but, at least, one 
has taken a surprisingly logical course. 
He merely has transferred the sphere of 
his bootlegging activities from the United 
States, where they no longer find a 
welcome, to Sweden, where they are in 
strong demand. This man, who is said to 
have spent several years in the ‘‘ booze 
racket ’’ in Chicago, is described as the 
head of a new organisation for the smug- 
gling of liquor in Europe, and he is 
making plans to transfer 500,000 litres, or 
100,000 gallons, of illicit spirit into Sweden 
from Estonia within a month. It will be 
interesting to see whether the Swedish 
authorities can cope with him. Of late 
they have been highly successful in their 
encounters with the bootleggers; but a 
battle of wits with one who has served his 
apprenticeship in the United States will 
be a real test of their efficiency,

YUGOSLAVIA PLEASED. 


REPORTED DEATH OF 
TERRORIST. 


| BELGRADE, Sunday. 

The new Bulgarian Government con- 
tinues to receive a warm welcome here, 
where it is believed that the main task of 
the dictatorship is to clear up the Mace- 
donian terrorist organisation, and thus 
prepare the way for a Yugoslav-Bulgarian 
alliance. 

According to reports from Sofia, sharp 
military measures were taken in the 
Petritch and Plovdiv districts, which were 
formerly entirely controlled by the 
Comitajis. Numerous afrests of Made- 
donian leaders were made, these being the 
only incidents reported between Mace- 
donians and the troops. | 

An unconfirmed statement is current 
that Ivan Mahailoff, the leader of armed 
raids over the Yugoslav frontier, who 
has been keeping Yugoslavia and Bulgaria 
in a permanent state of unrest since the 
War, has been arrested. Another report 
says that he has been killed. 

Reports say that the Bulgarian Minister 
in Paris, M Batoloff, who is leaving for 
Sofi, to-night, is to be appointed Foreign 
Minister, and this leads to the belief in 
Belgrade that the new Government expects 
to bring Bulgaria from the Italian into the 
French sphere.

‘paRee dead, 130 injured and 2,000 
homeless is the known toll of the 
giant fire which swept through the famous 
Chicago stockyards yesterday, devouring 
buildings, pens and cattle in its path and 
leaving a smoking scene of desolation 
resembling a Flanders battlefield. 

It is teo early yet to estimate with any 
pretence to accuracy, but the damage is 
put waar as between £2,000,000 and 


Until the relief parties have been able 
to scour the smouldering wreckage the full 
casualties will not be known. Already the 
bodies of three firemen have been removed 
from the débris. 

It is believed that about half the cattle 
in. the yards perished. 


CAUSED BY CIGARETTE. 


The sky-scraping flames—started, it is 
believed, by a cigarette-end carelessly 
tossed into a hay barn—were fanned by a 
strong breeze and quickly spread. Soon 
they had devoured two fire engines, three 
stockyards, two halls, two banks, an hotel, 
a brewery, a railway office, and a tele- 
phone building. 

So high did the flames leap into the 
air that an airman flying to South Bend, 
Indiana, nearly a hundred miles away, 
said he saw dense columns of smoke, 
licked by fiery tongues of flame. 

To-day the authorities are faced with the 
problem of caring for the 2,000 hungry 
and homeless victims. Thousands of 
police reserves have been called out, and 
the Governor is holding the militia in 
readiness should the impoverished refugees 
get out of hand. 

This morning a trip through the 
devastated area revealed the full extent of 
the havoc. ‘The pavements were still hot. 
Long lines of gaunt skeletons that once 
were goods wagons stand on the sidings, 
and tall, twisted frames of girders are all 
that is left of what once were hives of the 
packing industry. 


A RAGING INFERNO. 


Pandemonium reigned during the few 
hours that the inferno raged, All firemen 
on leave were recalled, and all the avail- 
able fire-fighting apparatus was rushed to 
the scene. 

Traffig in the neighbourhood was brought 
to a stand-still, and lines of cars stretched 
for miles. As the conflagration spread 
over a quarter of a mile of the stock- 
yard, swallowing up all buildings in its 
path, telephone cables went dead. 

Among the first buildings to go was the 
famous Stockyards Inn, which resembles 
an English hostelry, and possesses many 
valuable paintings. The firemen were 
hampered by lack of pressure in the 
hydrants, due to the drought. 

During lulls in the roar of the flames 
could be heard the pathetic bellowing of 
the cattle as the flames advanced towards 
the pens, from which they were unsble to 
escape. 

Residents in houses threatened as the 
wind veered formed bucket chains and 
tried to check the spread of the fire. At 
the same time firemen placed explosives 
at strategic points to blow up threatened 
buildings and starve the flames. 

Tongues of fire shot high into the air 
as ammonia tanks and oil reservoirs ex- 
ploded. 


HEROIC TELEPHONE GIRLS. 


When the blaze threatened to spread to 
the residential district 2,500 volunteers 
were called in to aid the firemen, while 
police raced through the streets warning 
residents, who poured from their dwellings 
with the few possessions they could 
scramble together and carry. 

Apart from the firemen, the telephone 
girls were the heroes of the holocaust. 
They stuck to their posts, and worked 
frantically on the lines until tongues of 
flames licked the switchboards and rendered 
the cables useless. 


The main packing plants were not 
touched by the flames. 
Fifteen hundred persons have been 


treated for injuries, including 400 firemen 
suffering from bad burns, says a later 
message. The equipment of six fire coin- 
panies, to the value of £15,000, was 
destroyed in the flames.

DARING MONAGHAN 
HOLD UP. 


BANK MANAGER ROBBED 
BY MASKED MEN.

Shortly before noon on Saturday a 
daring hold-up took place at Carby Rock, 
about two miles from Monaghan. 

Mr. J. H. Clegg, the newly-appointed 
Ulster Bank manager in Monaghan, was 
proceeding by motor to Ballybay, where 
the bank has a branch office, when he was 
held up at a part of the road where there 
is a succession of sharp curves, One man, 
armed and masked, stepped out on the 
road and signalled him to halt, and then 
fired a revolver shot which struck the 
radiator. The car was pulled up, and 
immediately two others, armed and 
masked men, sprang from the ditch and 
ordered the occupants of the car, Mr. 
Clegg and Mr. M. G. R. Lardner, 
solicitor, and the driver, to face the hedge 
and not move for at least half an hour. 

The bandits then boarded the car, 
turned it on the narrow road, and drove 
back towards Monaghan, taking with 
them the bank strong box, which was 
expected to contain a big sum, as it was 
Ballybay fair day. They also took Mr. 
Lardner’s brief bag. 

A few minutes later Mr. Jackson, 
dentist, Monaghan, came along and drove 
the bank manager and Mr. Lardner back 
to Monaghan. On the way, about half a 
mile from where the hold-up took place, 
they found the abandoned car and the 
brief bag, but the bank box was gone. 

It is assumed that the men had another 
car in waiting and went off in it. 

A car, with two bicycles tied on to the 
back, was seen turning a sharp corner 
and going up the Cootehill road. 

The manager reported the hold-up to 
the Civic Guards, and all Garda and 
R.U.C, stations were communicated with. 

There was subsequently much police 
activity, and on Saturday night two men 
were detained, but subsequently released. 
The bank box contained only £2 15s. and 
some bank documents. 

Money is never carried to branch offices 
now, the practice being to arrange with 
an established bank in the town bein 
visited by the manager, who gets the cas 
when he arrives and settles the account 
before he departs after the day's trans-

the bishop’s guests were Bishop Turner, a 
Commander of the Crown of Italy, and his 
Chancellor, Monsignor Edmund Brett, both 
of whom knew the pilots in the United 
States. 

After expressing how pleased he was that 
the Atlantic flight should have ended safely 
in his diocese, Bishop Fogarty asked Com- 
modore Pond to describe his flight, and 
afterwards showed considerable interest in 
the pilots’ views about a regular trans- 
Atlantic air service. 

Speaking of this, Commodore Pond said: 
“ Within a year I think we shal! see an 
experimental air service operating between 
Newfoundland and Southern Ireland. In 
the United States we have machines cap- 
able of making the journey with twenty-five 
people on board, and all that is wanted is 
some assurance of neutrality from Euro- 
pean States. We 
assistance of Europe, but eventually we 
must have floating sea-dromes in mid- 
Atlantic, and if countries such as Britain, 
France and Germany guaranteed their 
neutrality in time of war they could be 
built right away. Armstrong’s Sea-drome 
is very satisfactory, and all that is delay- 
ing development is this political business, ”'

TO ROME. 


PROGRAMME FOR A 
BUSY WEEK. 


From Revtrer’s CogRRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Saturday. 


With a busy week before them, the 
members of the Irish pilgrimage to Rome, 
which is accompanied by Alderman Sean 
French, Lord Mayor of Cork, arrived here 
this morning. They were met at the 
station by Mr. Leo McCanley, the Irish 
Minister to the Holy See, and by Father 
Silvester, the Definitor-General of the 
Capuchins, 

This morning was left free for the 
pilgrims to visit whatever places of 
interest they pleased. At two o'clock 
they drove out to the Basilicas of Rome— 
St. Peter’s, St. Mary Major, St. John 
Lateran—and also paid visits to the 
Coliseum and the Forum. 

On Monday the pilgrims begin their 
day at 7 a.m. with a general gathering for 
all who are visiting Rome for the Council. 
Mass will be said by the Father-General 
of the Capuchins. At 12.350 the Tertiaries 
will be received in audience by His 
Holiness, who will have received the 
Capuchins alone at midday. 

On Tuesday, at an hour not yet fixed, 
the Pope will receive Alderman Sean 
French in private audience. The Lord 
Mayor will present to His Holiness in 
person the homage of the Corporation and 
citizens and an _ illuminated address 
written in Latin and Irish. It is 
enshrined in a gold casket, mounted with 
the arms of Cork. | 

On Wednesday the pilgrims will leave 
for Assissi, where they will stay for 
twenty-four hours. At imdday next 
Thursday they will leave for Milan and 
Lucerne, before going home; 


Yesterday (Sunday) the pilgrims were 
allotted special seats at the canonisation 
of the Blessed Conrad of Parzha at St. 
Peter's. 

The main party of the pilgrims was 
seated near the Confessional.

ENERAL O’DUFFY held an enthus- 
1astic meeting in Cahirciveen to-day. 


_There were over two thousand people 


present. Military were present in full 
war outfit, and large numbers of Civic 
Guards were drafted into the town. The 
proceedings were quiet and harmonious, 

Mr. Fionan Lynch, T.D., protested 
against the attendance of military and 
Civie Guards at the meeting. The Blue 
Shirts had established the right of free 
speech in the country. He challenged 
the Government to say if they had 
recently turned down an offer by one of 
the biggest companies in the world to 
establish a rubber factory in County 
Kerry. 

‘The success of our meetings every- 
where,” said General O’Duffy, ' has far 
exceeded my most sanguine expectations ; 
but the most pleasing feature of all is 
the strength and activities of the branches; 
of which we have over 1,200. Blue Shirts, 
Ireland has accepted you. You have 
ranged against you the remnants of 
various factions, but you stand united. 
Fianna Fail, the I.R.A. and the Com- 
munists are very annoyed, because I| 
called President de Valera’s bluff about 
the Republic. at Listowel. It is time the 
Irish people North and South of the 
border knew what his national policy is. 
What does ‘Up the Republic’ mean? 
Does it mean a Republic for the thirty- 
two counties, and, if so, how is it going 


to be secured? If ‘Up the Republic’ 
means a Republic for the twenty-six 
counties, then it is nothing shert- of 


national apostacy. 
PEOPLE’S RIGHT. 


‘Our movement takes its stand on the 
fundamental sovereign right of the people 
to withdraw from partnership in the 
Commonwealth at any time the majority of 
the Irish people consider it desirable. 
That, I submit, is the only sound national 
policy, and on that I am prepared to 
stand or fall. It is a very grave question, 
which cannot be decided by shouting one 
another down at political meetings. Before 
the country is further dissipated by un- 
seemly wrangling the issue should be 
decided by a general. election. As I 
believe that the policy of a Republic for 
the twerty-six counties would be detri- 
mental to the Irish nation, I would advise 
the people to vote against it at the general 
election, and if the people should freely 
decide against us, I will not only loyally 
accept that verdict myself, but I will 
advise my supporters to accept it without 
further question. That is: the national 
policy which brought 120,000 members 
into the Blue Shirts.’’ 


- BLUFF AND HUMBUG.” 


Continuing, General O’Duffy said:— 
“ Not all this bluff and humbug and pro- 
fessions of Republicanism by President de 
Valera can prevail against it. He is only 
tinkering on the national issue with his 
ecogomic war. Mr, MacEntee, ‘the 
Mirfister for Finance, is only tinkering 
with the resources of the country—his 
latest deception is to allot half a million 
pounds to give John Bull cheap Irish eggs 
and cheap Irish poultry ; he spent millions 
already in giving John Bull cheap Irish 
beef and cheap Irish mutton and bacon. 
Dr. Ryan, the Minister for Agriculture, 
is only tinkering with the farmers in his 
schemes for drinking more milk, for 
slaughtering calves, and for converting sick 
cows into meal. 

‘Mr. Lemass, the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, is only tinkering with 
Irish industries with his little back-lane 
factories here and there for the employ- 
ment of a few girls, while over 100,000 
able-bodied young men are living on the 
dole for want of work, and while farming, 
our main industry, is allowed to decay. 

“Mr. Ruttledge, the Minister for 
Justice, is only tinkering with justice by 
persecuting and prosecuting decent Irish 
farmers who always tried to pay their 
way, and did pay their way until Fianna 
Fail robbed them of the fruits of their 
labour, and by trying to outlaw and 
harass self-respecting Irish youth, while 
organisations like the I.R.A. and the Com- 
munists, which openly proclaim that they

THE NEW ARMY. 


“Mr, Aiken, the Minister for. Defence, 
is tinkering with defence by adding to our 
efficient little Army twenty thousand 
political militia men, at an enormous 
cost to the taxpayer.

HE amendments to the Electoral 
(Revision of Constituencies) Bill, 
which are to be moved by the Minister for 
Local Government (Mr. Sean T. O’ Kelly) 
on the report stage, have now been tabled. 
These are of interest because of the curious 
effect which a series of amendments passed 
in the committee stage have had on the 
original bill. It will be recalled that in 
regard to Donegal certain amendments 
were carried which had the effect of 
altogether excluding the county—both 
the proposed divisions—from the purview 


of the bill. This necessitates the insertion 
of amendments reinstating the two 
divisions in the schedule. The bill, as 


printed after amendment in committee, 
actual'y contains no constituency of 
Donegal. 

The Minister’s proposal is to reinstate 
them as follows: 

EAST DONEGAL—The administrative 
County of Donegal, except the portion 
thereof which is comprised in the County 
Constituency of West Donegal—Four seats. 

WEST DONEGAL—The district elec- 
toral divisions of Annagary, Aran,

An order issued on Saturday, under the 
Emergency Imposition of Duties Act, 1932, 
states :— : 

“There shall be charged and levied on 
and paid by every proprietor of premises 
in Saorstat Eireann in which bacon is or 
shall be manufactured an excise duty of 
five shillings in respect of every pig carcase 
or part of a pig carcase used, on or after the 
20th day of May, 1934, in such premises 
for conversion into bacon for sale. 

‘All provisions regulating the collection 
of excise duties or imposing penalties in 
relation to excise duties contained in any 
British Statute or Act of the Oireachtas cr 
in any order or regulation made under any 
such Statute or Act shall apply, with the 
necessary modifications, to the duty imposed 
by this order.”

family as the unit of society. Bolshevism 
had been exalted into a philosophy and a 
breach of the Sixth and Ninth Command- 
ments into an ethic. There was urgent need 
for return to Christian principles; urgent 
need, in fact, for simple recognition of the 
elementary notion that principles really count, 
and that social and moral issues ought not to 
be settled on grounds of opportunism and 
expediency. It was vitally important that 
their young men should discipline their minds 
to the study of those eternal principles of 
faith and morals which alone afforded a 
solution to the world’s present discontents.

Speaking later Sir Stafford said; World 
events certainly seem to pcint to a demand, 
not for political soporifics, but for political 
stimulants. lt is the urgent desire for 
active change that is forcing the younger 
electors into movements like the Fascist 
moveme.it, not because .they believe in its 
policy, but because they are caught by the 
cheap-jack cry for action at all cost; The 
way to counter such movements is not to 
seek to restrain the enthusiasm of youth, tut 
to seek to divert it into the useful channels 
of Socialist change.

at the moment in the film industry, 

and more and more companies are 
turning their attention to historical subject's. 
The latest to do so is Gaumont-British, which 
for some time has been thinking of pro- 
ducing a film on the life of Cecil Rhodes. 
Victor Saville, who is the aol of ‘ 
Was a Spy ” and several other good British 
films, is to have charge of the Rhodes picture 
so it ought to be satisfactory 

The company has just received a report 
from its production manager, who was sent 
to South Africa in order to make the 
necessary arrangements. Apparently the 
Government authorities, the railways and 
other bodies have promised their co-opera- 
tion, and it has been decided to commence 
production on the film this autumn. The 
cast has not yet been decided upon. 

Meanwhile, the Aran Islanders are still 
seeing the world—at least, a larger portion 
of it than they ever saw before. Several 
members of the “ Man of Aran’’ cast were 
present at the first Dublin showing of the 
film, and, although most of them have now 
one back to their homes, two are exploring 
England. ‘Tiger’’ King and the boy, 
Michael Dillane, have been taken round to 
Leicester, Sheffield, Leeds, and other places. 
in order to give the film a good ‘“ send-off ’ 
there, and they seem to have enjoyed therr- 
selves. 

What reaction will this sudden fame have 
on the lives of these people, and how will 
the film itself afiect the islands’ Before 
‘“Man of Aran,” only Synge had made 
their presence known to the outside world, 
but now evérvbody’s eyes are focussed on 
them. One cannot escape from the feeling 
that Aran has become more widely known 
than is good for it, and that the resulting 
invasion of tourists may destroy a. great 
deal of its character. It would be very 
interesting to visit the ‘islands in about 
twelve months’ time, and to see what changes, 
if any, have taken place there.

On Saturday last a company . numbering 
160, mostly past students, assembled at the 
Church of Ireland Training College, Kildare 
place, Dublin, in connection with a pre- 
sentation to Miss J. Beattie, M.A, Jate 
Lady Superintendent of the college. 

The Rev. Dr. Kingsmill te ex: 
Principal of the college, presided, and at the 
outset welcomed the following members of 
the old staff:—Mr. L. A. Steele, sometime 
Professor of English; Mr. .W, Moore, somes 
time Professor of Mathemati¢s ¢ “Mr. Harri- 
son; Miss Heaney. ex-Superintendent of the 
Infants’ School, and Miss McQuirter. 

Addressing the meeting, which was held iy 
the main classroom of the Boys’ School, Dr. 
Kingsmill Moore made a short resumé of 
the history of the college, and referred te 
the fact that Daniel O'Connell had spoken 
there shortly after his rise to power.

Miss Beattie, replying. expressed her 
thanks to those who had gathered together 
to show their appreciation of her work. 
She pointed ont that her duties were lightened 
from the first by the fact that everyone 
she came in contact with in the college co- 
operated with her. During her illness she 
experienced giveat kindness also from people 
connected with the college
